HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES. 


The total amount expended in repairs of highways and 
bridges, and including cutting brush and putting up railings, 
amounts to $951.95. 

All the bridges are in a safe condition except the bridge 
near the Howe mills in Chesham, which should be rebuilt as 
soon as can be when spring opens. At the November elec- 
tion, the town instructed the selectmen to investigate and re- 
port at the March meeting in regard to putting in iron 
bridges in the place of wooden bridges. We have had some 
correspondence with the manufacturers of iron bridges, but 
not having sufficient information, cannot make any recom- 
mendations. The time cannot be far distant when, as suita- 
ble timber becomes scarce, it will be cheaper to put down 
iron girders instead of wooden stringers, and, taking into 
account the durability of iron, it may soon be policy for the 
town to substitute iron for wood, at least as fast as the 
bridges need rebuilding. 

The heavy September showers damaged the highways 
badly in some parts of the town, which made an extra ex- 
pense. The highways were very much obstructed by bushes 
growing by the road-side, and complaint being made, we 
decided to have the bushes cut, at an expense of about $100. 
We believe it will be beneficial to the mcitead and appre- 
ciated by the public. 
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BREAKING ROADS. 


The unprecedented fall of snow in March last caused a 


very large expense in opening the highways. 


The amount 


expended for the Winter was $829.75 and it is fair to assume 
that more than two-thirds of the expense incurred was 


caused by that storm.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


THE VILLAGE SCHOOLS. 


The first term of the Grammar school commenced with 
Miss Nellie J. Clark of Plymouth as teacher. The school 
seemed to be progressing finely, when at the end of the 
seventh week the teacher sent in her resignation; this was 
greatly regretted by the Board. Her reason for giving up 
the school thus suddenly was in consequence of being offered 
more than double the wages she was receiving here. As a 
matter of business we thought that she should have finished 
the term for which she was engaged, although this was but 
an exemplication of human nature. In this connection it 
may be remarked that it is very difficult to obtain first-class 
teachers for wages that we are in the habit of paying. 


PRIMARY SCHOOL. 


The first term of the Primary department was taught by 
Miss Ina Wingate of Rochester. Miss Wingate, while being 
a very bright young lady and having a peculiar aptness for 
instructing her pupils, sadly failed in keeping good order. 
With 35 scholars, but few or whom had entered their teens, 
it required considerable genius we admit to keep them still, 
but the racket at the close of school greatly marred its ap- 
pearance and for the most part was needless. The next term 
of this department was taught by Miss Christie C. Warden 
of Hanover. This was a very good school, satisfactory to 
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all concerned as far as we were able to judge. We should 
have been glad to have retained the services of this teacher 
through the year, but the prejudices which she seemed to 
have imbibed from a former teacher in regard to the school 
and place rendered it impossible. 

The Grammar school of the present winter has been under 
the instruction of Miss Annie Covill of Shelburne Falls, 
Mass. If Miss Covill is a specimen of the teachers they 
produce in the Bay State we are in hopes to have more of 
them. We think there is no diversity of opinion in pro- 
nouncing this one of the best schools this village has ever 
had. At the examination we felt proud of its appearance, 
and were pleased that there were so many parents and friends 
present to witness the highly interesting exercises. There is 
good material here of which to make good scholars and only 
requires the right sort of working up. 


THE CHESHAM SCHOOL. 


This school was taught the first. and second terms by 
Miss Clara B. Messer of New London. Miss Messer was a 
teacher of some experience and good acquirements and gave 
general satisfaction in the school room. This school has 
about thirty scholars each term, of all grades, and with as 
many classes as are required there is but little time to devote 
to each scholar. It is not expected that as much progress 
will be made as where there is but one-third of that number. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Mary E. Harris of 
Ashburnham, Mass. This school was a model of stillness 
and good order. Miss Harris although young and of but 
little experience, evidently, made no mistake, when she chose 
the occupation of a teacher. In addition to a thorough edu- 
cation she has an ability to govern her school. If the par- 
ents here could be induced to take more interest in their 
school its effects would undoubtedly be beneficial,
